make it; who, if they will prevent the Influences 


of France over Affairs in Britain, and in the reſt 
of Europe, queſt ionleſs may cauſe the Effects of 
this Peace to be leſs hurtful to Britain than o- 
therwiſe it would be: Theſe Men can, no doubt, 


prevent the Dangers of the Party who favour a 


Wrong Succefljon, and can bring the Nation to 


a more ſettled Condition in that Affair than we 


are in at preſent: Whether they ſhall do this or 


not; whether they ſhall take Effectual Care or

Some great Calamity threatens Germany and 
Hungary; whether the Northern War ſhall break 
oat again, or whether the Turks ſhall fall in upon 
the Empire, does not yet appear, but it ſeems that 
the War in the North, notwithſtanding all the 
Endeavours of the Princes of Germany to put an 
End to it, -ſhall not be finally concluded during 
the length of theſe Predictions. N
